power,yea vt-maſt forcesand pro- 
eure with ail earneltnes rodutenga- 
pea thing ſo yaluable& of lo-grear 
worth 
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vyorth as is that of time, ſince 
paſtimes and vnlavyfull entertai- 
nements and ſupertiu >us vyere the 
moneys and price, for yvhica he 


foulditto che dewll, being nora-_ 


blydeceined in the lale,to his great 


affliction, alvvell for the loſſe of 


time,as allo for its great valievy & 
vvorth.
